Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 1/20/2004 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

A. Applicant argues that the prior art does not show the 'feedback element as a function of position'. Kikuchi discloses 'feedback element 
as a function of position' in page 1 , section 0008-0009). 

B. Applicant argues that the prior art does not show the 'prediction of etchability'. Kikuchi discloses 'prediction of etchability' in page 30, 
section 0350-0353. 

C. Applicant argues that the prior art does not show the 'secondary electron emission'. Kikuchi discloses 'secondary electron emission' in 
page 30, section 0351-0356. 

D. Applicant continues to argue that Kim intent of use is different than Kikuchi. 

The examiner reminds the applicants that one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are 
based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 
231 USPQ 375 (Fed.
